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Council taking action to tackle £1 m fly-tipping cost 

TIPS SET TO OPEN 
7 DAYS A WEEK

COUNCIL tips will open sev¬ 
en days a week in Bloxwich 
and Aldridge as part of plans 
to combat fly-tipping, it has 
been announced. 

Council leader Mike Bird has con¬ 
firmed the tips will be open all week 
under changes expected to come in 
later this year. 

He said residents needed to be able to access 
tips at all times and believes having the facili¬ 
ties available will deter fly-tippers who are cost¬ 
ing the council £1 million a year. 

The changes come after the Conservative 
group took control of the authority in May. 

Bosses are also considering offering free use 
of the bulky goods collection service for three 
months to encourage people to dispose of rub¬ 
bish responsibly. 

The Fryers Road tip in Bloxwich is currently 
closed on Thursdays and Fridays while the 
Aldridge site is shut on Tuesdays and Wednes¬ 
days. 

Blighted 

He said: “It’s going to happen but it has to 
go through the process. I’m looking at having a 
special cabinet [meeting] to do things like this 
because the next one is not until September. I 
think we need to do it sooner rather than later. 

“Fly-tipping is costing us about £1 million a 
year. If somebody turns up on Tuesday with a 
car full of rubbish and it’s closed, what are they 
going to do? 

“They will think ‘Where can I dump this?’. It 
is one of our statutory duties to allow people to 
dispose of their waste. 

“We have said we are going to do it, and it is 
being costed as we speak, and we will be doing 
it as soon as it is practical.” 

Walsall has been blighted by fly-tipping in re¬ 
cent years, and it is hoped that the changes will 
ease the problem. 

But Councillor Bird said the authority would 
be taking a tough stance on the issue and crack¬ 
ing down on people who pass rubbish on to un¬ 
scrupulous collectors. 

He said: “We have got to educate the public. 
People have got to understand they have got 
a duty of care in how their waste is disposed. 

“If it ends up dumped in a country lane we 
will be coming back to the source, and they will 
have to pay the fine.”

HUNDREDS of car lovers turned out to see 
a mouthwatering display of vintage machines 
at a revamped show. 

The 28th annual Walsall Classic Car show 
saw 500 vehicles - ranging from pre-war mo¬ 
tors to hot rods and motorbikes - on display 
at the town’s Arboretum. 

Owners mingled with enthusiasts to admire 
Fords and Ferraris, Jaguars and Jensens, and 
everything in between at the popular show¬ 
case for pre and post-war custom-made and 
classics, as well as all types of commercial ve¬ 
hicles of yesteryear. 


An interactive arena also provided en¬ 
tertainment throughout Sunday’s six-hour 
event, with the decibel duel, a crowd favour¬ 
ite, pulling in one of the biggest audiences. 

The show was started and run for 25 years 
by Walsall collectors Geoff and Linda Price 
but has now been taken over by Bromsgrove- 
based family business Gemini Events. 

The new owners have introduced chal¬ 
lenges to the event, such as the decibel duel 
which pits cars against each other to find out 
which has the loudest engine. There were also 
dozens of trade stands. 


Events director at Gemini, Stephen Smith, 
who was born and raised in Bilston, said the 
show was one of his favourite events. He said: 
“It’s one of the smaller shows we do but we 
really enjoy it. We’ve been running it for the 
last three years and this year had another re¬ 
cord breaking crowd. 

“We had 400 cars on show, it was great, 
seeing as we had competition from the World 
Cup and the tennis. We had one man who 
used to live in Walsall but travelled from 
Bristol with his Doretti, a rare car put to¬ 
gether in the 1950s at Aldridge Airport.”

Murder charge after 
pub worker attack 

A MAN has appeared in court charged with 
murder after an attack outside a Wether- 
spoon pub. 

Police found 31-year-old Matthew 
Powney when they were called to reports of 
a fight last Monday outside The Malthouse 
on New Road, Willenhall, where the victim 
worked. He died in hospital later that day. 

Shaun Addison, aged 27, of Furzebank 
Way, Willenhall, who is accused of his mur¬ 
der and the wounding of another man, was 
remanded in custody after a short hearing 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court on Mon¬ 
day. 

He is due to appear next at the same 
court on September 25. 

ROADS 

Council agrees 
to parade funds 

COSTS to close the roads for Remem¬ 
brance Day parades will be fully funded 
after plans were backed by Walsall 
Council. 

The cabinet has agreed to stump 
up the £35,000, after previously only 
contributing 30 per cent. It comes after 
organisers have been unable to afford 
the costs of policing 10 events across 
the town after West Midlands Police 
withdrew funding in 2016.

Woman dies after

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Council forge 'masterplan 1 



A MASTERPLAN to ‘redouble’ efforts 
to regenerate a town centre following 
the expected closure of Marks & Spen¬ 
cer is being drafted by council bosses. 

Leader of Walsall Council Mike Bird 
says the council will develop a Walsall 
Town Centre Masterplan. 

Councillor Bird says it will be pro¬ 
duced by before the end of March 2019 
and aims to ‘secure a brighter future’ for 
the town centre. 

The town’s Marks & Spencer is pre¬ 
paring to shut its doors on August 11. 

In a report to the council, Councillor 


Bird says his administration ‘must look 
to the future’. 

He said: “We can be proud of the 
many great developments we have seen 
over the past few years - for example, 
the regeneration of the Waterfront. 

“However, there is work still to do and 
we need to consider how the town cen¬ 
tre might develop further in light of ever 
changing market conditions. 

“We will develop and deliver a mas¬ 
terplan by the end of March 2019 to 
redouble our efforts to regenerate our 
town centre.

“The retail sector in particular is un¬ 
dergoing a turbulent time as spending 
patterns shift and ‘online’ presents a 
challenge to the traditional bricks and 
mortar shopping experience. 

“We, like many places, are not im¬ 
mune to those effects. The sad news of 
Marks and Spencer’s impending closure 
is a stark reminder of the very direct cost 
of the restructuring occurring across re¬ 
tail. It will be a sad day for the town and 
for the employees of the store. However, 
we must look to the future. For every 
challenge, there is an opportunity.” 


Crash victim was our 
'sunshine', says family 


A 21-YEAR-OLD man who 
died after falling off a mo¬ 
torbike has been described 
by family as ‘the sunshine in 
our lives’. 


Andrew Gary Fellows, of Birch- 
field Way, Walsall, died on April 
20 after he fell from an 800cc 
Kawasaki motorbike he was test 
riding. 

Mr Fellows was 
trying the vehicle 
out on the Yew 
Tree Estate in 
Walsall before 
committing to 
buying it from his 
friend - and died 
after falling from

ered vehicle into 
a wooden post. An inquest heard the 
former groundworker, described as 
‘gentle’ and ‘well-mannered’, had 
reached speeds of up to 76mph in a 
30mph zone on Thorncroft Way be¬ 
fore crashing.

Homely 

Speaking at the hearing, Andrew’s 
aunt, Paula Cartwright, said: “An¬ 
drew was gentle, polite and well-man¬ 
nered. He was the sunshine in our 
lives. He went to work everyday 
and he was hard-working. He was a 
homely boy, happy to be at home. He 
was always there if you needed him. 

“If I needed a lift with my grandson 
I could phone him up and he would be 
there. He was just happy go lucky - a 
lovely lad.” 

She explained he had been intend¬ 
ing on buying the motorbike with 
money from a tax rebate. 

“He had a motorbike from when 
he was old enough to have one,” his 
aunt said. 

“His mom really didn’t like him on

motorbikes and had bought him a car 
for his 21st birthday.” 

Andrew had bumped into family 
friend Martin Bugler on the day of 
his death and asked to try his 800cc 
Kawasaki motorbike out before he 
bought it. 

Ms Cartwright said: “We hold 
nothing against Martin at all. Martin 
allowed him to have a try before you 
buy.” 

Giving evidence at the hearing, 
Detective Constable Karl Davies, of 
West Midlands Police collisions in¬ 
vestigation unit, said: “He [Andrew] 


would not have a licence to cover him 
to ride that class of vehicle. I spoke 
with Andrew’s mother at the scene 
and she was amazed that he would 
have been on the motorbike. 

“I did a trawl of CCTV. We see Mr 
Bugler arriving on the motorcycle 
and waits for eight minutes until An¬ 
drew arrives in his Vauxhall Corsa. 

“The CCTV shows a friendly scene. 
Mr Bugler lends the helmet and 
jacket to Andrew. CCTV shows An¬ 
drew does two circuits of the road. It 
was shown on the last ride through 
prior to collision Andrew can be seen 


travelling at no less than 76mph. 
What can then be seen is the reaction 
of the on lookers. They run down and 
they do everything they can do to sus¬ 
tain life.” 

Andrew was pronounced dead at 
14.24pm on April 20 having suffered 
a lung collapse, multiple fractures to 
his ribs and heart failure, coroner 
Zafar Siddique confirmed. 

Mr Siddique, at the Black Country 
Coroner’s Court, said: “The cause of 
death was fatal injuries. My conclu¬ 
sion is that Andrew Fellows died by 
way of road traffic collision.” 


Thug jailed 
after attack 
on ex-partner 
near refuge 

A THUG from Walsall who attacked his 
former partner after tracing her to the 
women’s refuge has been jailed for six 
years. 

Ashley Till lay in wait outside the sup¬ 
posedly secret Black Country address 
and pounced as she left the building, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

The victim saw him running towards 
her, said Mr Edward Soulsby, prosecut¬ 
ing, and Till, from Providence Lane, 
Leamore, grabbed hold of the woman be¬ 
fore she could reach safety, punching her 
eight times to the face and head while 
holding a metal object in his hand. 

The thug, who had been drinking, ad¬ 
mitted wounding the victim but denied 
having wanted to cause her grievous 
bodily harm in the attack on January 4 
- a claim dismissed by a jury who found 
him guilty of the more serious charge 
following his trial. 

The defendant had been jailed for 16 
months after attacking another former 
partner in November 2012. 

Mr Stephen Cadwaladr, defending, 
said: “This was extremely unpleasant 
domestic violence committed by a man 
with an alcohol problem. Now, when 
sober in the cold light of day, he is ut¬ 
terly ashamed.” 

Till was also banned from having any 
contact with the victim. 


Hardest places to 
pass driving test 

PARTS of the Black Country are some of 
the hardest places to pass your driving 
test in the UK, according to the latest 
official data. 

At test centres in Wolverhampton and 
Wednesbury just 37.5 per cent passed 
their practical tests between April 2017 
and March 2018 - way under the na¬ 
tional average of 46 per cent. 

There was a better pass rate in Dud¬ 
ley’s Lower Gornal centre, where 48.9pc 
passed (4,861). And the figures from the 
Driver and Vehicle Standards Agency 
show that Stafford had a better than 
average pass rate. Over the year there 
were 1,393 passes at a rate of 49.6pc. 

The toughest place to pass in the 
country was The Pavilion test centre, 
in Birmingham, where 30.2 per cent of 
learner drivers got their licence.

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Poundworld 
stores to go 
with loss of 
1,000 jobs 

THE Poundworld stores at Merry Hill 
and Bloxwich are the among 80 stores 
to close nationwide with the loss of 
more than 1,000 jobs, administrators 
revealed. 

Around 15 workers at the Merry 
Hill shop and 13 more at the Bloxwich 
High Street branch face losing their 
jobs by the end of this month. 

Deloitte, the accountancy firm han¬ 
dling the administration process since 
Poundworld went bust, says the latest 
80 stores will be closed between Fri¬ 
day, July 20, and Sunday July 22. It 
will leave 230 stores open. 

That includes its seven remain¬ 
ing stores in the Black Country and 
southern Staffordshire, including two 
shops in Wolverhampton, in the Man- 
der Centre and on Birmingham Road, 
as well as branches on the Reedswood 
Retail Park in Walsall, New Square in 
West Bromwich, the Queen’s Retail 
Park in Stafford, Victoria Shopping 
Park in Hednesford and at the Three 
Spires in Lichfield. 

The 1,024 redundancies will bring 
the total jobs toll so far to 1,366, in¬ 
cluding 100 at the head office and 240 
from the first set of store closures ear¬ 
lier this week. 

Joint administrator Clare Board- 
man said: “We would like to thank 
all the employees for their continued 
support and commitment during this 
difficult time. We are keeping staff ap¬ 
praised of developments.” 

Councillors will 
switch to Labour 

A WALSALL councillor who was re¬ 
jected as mayor in a controversial 
move earlier this year is one of two 
Independent councillors set to switch 
to the Labour group. 

Councillor Paul Bott, whose ap¬ 
pointment as mayor was voted down 
by the Conservatives in May, will of¬ 
ficially join the Labour party with his 
wife, Councillor Chris Bott. 

This will give the Labour group 28 
seats in the council, with the Conserv¬ 
atives holding 30 seats and the Liberal 
Democrats two 

Councillor Paul Bott, whose ward 
is Darlaston South, had been due to 
take over as mayor in what, up until 
this year, has been an uncontested ap¬ 
pointment before it was appointed to 
Councillor Marco Longhi. 


Tragedy on M6 

A MAN died after being involved in a 
collision with a lorry on the M6. The 
southbound motorway was closed 
near Stafford after the incident hap¬ 
pened at around 12.30pm on Satur¬ 
day and was reopened at 4pm. 


Last-ditch fight to stop homes plan 



Essington Action Group members 


AN ACTION group has sent a rally¬ 
ing cry against controversial plans to 
build more than 200 homes in their 
village. The Essington Action Group 
are fighting against Bovis Homes’ 
scheme to build the 230-home estate 
on green space off Hobnock Road. 

Outline plans were given the go- 
ahead last year, and in May, a full re¬ 
served matters planning application 
was submitted to the district council. 

On Thursday evening, more than 
70 residents packed out Essington 
Community Centre for the group’s 
third public meeting - with fears 


raised that the village could not cope 
with the size of the development. 

The plans have received more than 
100 objections in just six weeks after 
concerns over increasing traffic de¬ 
mands on roads, school place and loss 
of green space. 

Andy Curtis, who started the Ess¬ 
ington Action Group with his wife 
Sam, said they were initially told pro¬ 
posals were for 65 homes in 2016, but 
earlier this year outline plans for 230 
properties were accepted. “It’s going 
to be a concrete jungle,” he said. 

“The land just shouldn’t be built 


on. We’re not against development, 
but where it is and the size and scale 
of it is just too much. It’s opposite a 
school - which can’t accommodate 
many more children because its al¬ 
ready over-subscribed - and when 
you’re looking at potentially another 
400 cars, Hobnock Road is going to be 
chaos. There’s a big draining prob¬ 
lem in the village which can only get 
worse. Essington is a rural village, it’s 
beautiful and we want to keep it like 
that. We will fight it to the death.” 

Bovis Homes was contacted for a 
comment. 


Knife crime: 55 cases 
in region every week 


FIFTY-FIVE knife crimes take place 
in the West Midlands every week - 
almost one every three hours. 

The region’s police force has revealed 
there were 1,221 incidents involving 
blades in the first five months of this year. 

The figures for knife crime cover physical 
attacks, sexual assaults and rape, robbery and 
threats to kill. 

They include eight fatal knife attacks includ¬ 
ing: 

Teenager Keelan Wilson, who was stabbed to 
death in Wolverhampton in May. 

Eleven-year-old Jasmine Forrester, who died 
after being stabbed in the same city in Febru¬ 
ary. 

Eight-year-old Mylee Billingham, who died 
from a knife wound in Brownhills in January. 

Complex 

West Midlands Police says it has stepped up 
efforts to tackle knife crime, but Chief Super¬ 
intendent Mike O’Hara said the ‘complex prob¬ 
lem’ cannot be solved by police enforcement 
alone. 

He said: “Many tragic knife crimes are en¬ 
tirely preventable and are often the cause of 
young people making the wrong decision. 

“My view is that it is our collective respon¬ 
sibility to help young people make the right 
decision - the decision not to carry a knife. It is 
not glamorous, it is not necessary for your own 
protection and there is a significant chance 
your knife could be used against you. 

“That’s why we are working to deter young 
people from carrying knives with local councils, 
Youth Offending Services, local charities and 
also through our Precious Lives project work¬ 
ing with schools. 

“But this initiative is not enough on its own. 
We need parents, community leaders, schools 
and young people themselves to pass the mes¬ 
sage that it is never ok to carry or use a knife.” 

The force is targeting young men aged be¬ 
tween 15 and 19 who carry knives. Test pur¬ 
chases on shops suspected of selling knives to 
underage people are also being carried out. 


More grass fires amid heatwave

FIREFIGHTERS across the Black 
Country tackled grass fires at two 
spots in the region. 

Four crews were called to a 
huge grassland fire in St Anne’s 
Road Willenhall where an area of 
grass was ablaze last Wednesday. 

Water jets and beaters were 
use to extinguish the blaze, which 


started before 5.30pm and spread 
to 100 metres by 40 metres in size. 

Crews from Falling’s Park, Wal¬ 
sall, Bilston and West Bromwich 
Fire Station were in attendance. 

Meanwhile, in Tipton, firefight¬ 
ers attended a similar incident on 
Batmans Hill, off Turton Road. 

The blaze unfolded at about 


7pm and two pumps from Haden 
Cross and Dudley Fire Stations 
were called. 

Both blazes had been extin¬ 
guished by 8pm. 

The fire service has been run¬ 
ning its Play It Cool! campaign 
to stop people lighting avoidable 
fires in the recent hot weather.

Health ‘Good’ 
rating welcome 

MEDICAL chiefs at NHS Walsall 
Clinical Commissioning Group have 
said they ‘welcome’ the news of their 
new rating of Good for this year. 

The CCG was previously rated as 
Inadequate in 2015/16 and put in 
special measures by NHS England. 
It then progressed to Requires Im¬ 
provement in 2016/17. However, its 
hard work to improve has since been 
recognised. 

Paul Maubach, accountable officer 
for NHS Walsall CCG said: “Over 
these last two years our team has 
worked incredibly hard to rectify this 
position. We’ve had to significantly 
reorganise how we do things.” 

Teenager faces 
murder bid charge 

A TEENAGER has been charged with 
attempted murder after a claw-ham¬ 
mer attack that left a 17-year-old in a 
critical condition. 

Two 17-year-olds handed them¬ 
selves in and were arrested following 
the incident in Wolverhampton. One 
has been charged with attempted 
murder and was due to appear before 
Walsall magistrates this week. The 
other has been released on bail. 

The victim remained in a critical 
condition in hospital after he suffered 
head injuries in the attack in the Bil¬ 
ston Street underpass. 

Region sees the 
highest rent rises 

THE West Midlands saw the biggest 
rise in home rents in the country be¬ 
tween May and June. 

It was up 1.6 per cent to an average 
£689 and was up by 4.1 per cent or £27 
on the same time last year, according 
to the HomeLet Rental Index. 

The average rent in the UK is now 
£924 - up by 1.8 per cent on the year. 
When London is excluded, the average 
rent in the UK is now £767 - up by 1.3 
per cent in 12 months. 

While the average rental prices 
have risen during the second quarter 
of 2018, the demand remains high. 

Former care home 
has new owners 

A FORMER care home on the edge 
of Cannock Chase has new owners. 
Planning permission was recently 
obtained to demolish and rebuild the 
Sister Dora home at Milford. 

Specialist business property adviser 
Christie & Co has completed on the 
sale of the building, originally built as 
a military hospital in the 1880s and 
named after one of its nurses, known 
locally as Walsall’s answer to Florence 
Nightingale.

Steam goes off 
the rails at SVR 

SEVERN Valley Railway is to tem¬ 
porarily only run its heritage diesel 
locomotives to reduce the risk of fire 
in the on-going hot and dry weather. 

The Railway has taken the precau¬ 
tion following a number of small fires 
which broke out along the line. 

To reduce the risk of further fires 
and the added pressure on the fire 
service, the SVR’s heritage diesel loco¬ 
motives will be replacing their steam 
counterparts for journeys. The meas¬ 
ures will due to be reviewed yesterday, 
Wednesday, and reviews will continue 
on a day-to-day basis. Nick Ralls, the 
SVR’s general manager, said: “This 
really is an exceptional occurrence.”

SUPERMARKET chain Morrisons 
is trialling vending machines for the 
return of single-use plastic bottles to 
reduce their environmental impact. 

The two reverse vending machines 
will be installed at stores in Skipton, 
North Yorkshire, and Lindsayfield, 
Scotland, for six months and will allow 
customers to deposit bottles in return 
for points coupons.

Customers can return a maximum 
of 20 bottles a day and receive 100 
Morrisons More points in the form of 
a coupon which can be spent in store.

Suicide bid 
ex-dancer 
loses fight 
to cut term 

AN ex-pole dancer who encouraged 
a Walsall postman to commit suicide 
has failed to get her jail term cut by 
top judges. 

Natasha Gor¬ 
don, aged 44, got 
a four-year jail 
term at Leicester 
Crown Court on 
January 18. 

She was con¬ 
victed of encour¬ 
aging the suicide 
of 31-year-old 
Matthew Birkin- 
shaw, Lord Jus¬ 
tice Treacy told 
London’s Appeal 
Court last Friday. 

Mr Birkinshaw posted a message on 
an online suicide forum on December 
16, 2015 that he intended to take his 
own life the following day. 

He said he was looking for a partner 
to enter into a ‘suicide pact’ with him 
and Gordon contacted him. 

She said that she was ‘prepared to 
commit suicide with him’. He drove 
from the West Midlands to her Pe¬ 
terborough home, texting on the way 
that he was writing the last of his su¬ 
icide notes. Gordon replied that she 
was also writing a suicide note to her 
partner, but no such letter was found. 

Mr Birkinshaw picked up Gordon 
and drove to Rutland Water, said the 
judge. Gordon’s partner contacted po¬ 
lice after she sent him a text saying 
she was going to kill herself. 

She was found in a hotel near Rut¬ 
land Water and told police she had 
‘changed her mind’ and ‘did not want 
to commit suicide’. 

Poisoning 

It was not until after officers had 
taken her home that she told them 
she had planned to kill herself with 
Mr Birkinshaw and she believed he 
had killed himself. His body was dis¬ 
covered in his car not far from the 
hotel. He had died from carbon mon¬ 
oxide poisoning. 

Ali Naseem Bajwa QC, for Gordon, 
argued her jail term was far too tough 
and should be reduced. 

The Crown Court judge was ‘wrong’ 
to find it was not a ‘genuine suicide 
pact’, claimed the QC. 

But Timothy Cray, for the Crown 
Prosecution Service, said: “It was 
open to the judge to find, and she 
did find, that Gordon did not intent 
to see the act through’. “It cannot be 
said the judge’s conclusion was unrea¬ 
sonable,” said Lord Justice Treacy. 
“We are not persuaded that she was 
not entitled to conclude as she did,” 
added the judge, who was sitting with 
two others. “We do not think there is 
a tenable argument that the sentence 
imposed in this case after trial was ar¬ 
guably manifestly excessive.”

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New health

PLANS to redevelop the site of a for¬ 
mer residential care home in Burnt- 
wood into a new health centre for lo¬ 
cal families have moved a step closer. 

The proposals involve breathing 
new life into the site of the former 
Greenwood House. Staffordshire 
County Council own the site, which 
is earmarked for use by the Darwin 
Practice as a health centre. The coun¬ 
cil also intends to seek a tenant to oc¬ 
cupy the adjoining pharmacy. 

Councillor Alan White, deputy 
leader and cabinet member for health, 
care and wellbeing, said: “Supporting 
independence at all ages and provid¬ 
ing a good quality of life are all key 
priorities for the county council. 

“This proposal, utilising a previ¬ 
ously dormant plot of land to provide 
additional capacity for the local GP 
practice, means people in Burntwood 
can look forward to a new, state-of- 
the-art accessible practice that meets 
the needs of local people.” 

Councillor Mark Deaville, cabinet 
member for commercial, said the 
proposals were subject to planning 
approval and funding being in place, 
with the aim of leasing the site for 60 
years. 

The plans were being discussed at 
a county council cabinet meeting yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday). The council says 
more detailed plans ‘will be shared 
with the local community as part of 
the planning process’.

Consistency called for 
on issuing taxi licences 


COUNCIL bosses want to establish 
a ‘common set of standards’ for is¬ 
suing taxi licences across the West 
Midlands - which would also ap¬ 
ply to rebel local authority Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

The public are being put in ‘danger’ by 
current legislation which allows private 
hire operators to obtain a licence in one 
area and work in another, said Birming¬ 
ham City Council leader Councillor Ian 
Ward. 

He said he had held a meeting between La¬ 
bour council leaders in the West Midlands with 
a view to establishing consistency for issuing 
licences. 

It is understood the talks have also included 
bosses at Wolverhampton Council which has 
been widely criticised, by Birmingham taxi 
drivers in particular, for its licensing process. 

It is quicker and cheaper to obtain a licence 
in Wolverhampton, while there is dispute as to 
whether their examination is easier and less 
demanding. 

Councillors and officials at Birmingham have 
not publicly pointed the finger at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

But tellingly the authority was omitted 
when Councillor Barbara Dring, chairman of 
licensing and public protection (BCC), wrote to 
the Minister for Transport about the issue in 
October on behalf of Birmingham, Coventry, 
Sandwell, Dudley and Walsall councils. 

The problem has arisen due to the 2015 De¬ 
regulation Act which allows licensed private 
hire drivers to operate anywhere in England 
and Wales. 

Councillor Ward described being licensed in 
one authority and being able to work in an¬ 
other as ‘a mess that was putting the public 
at risk.’ 

He said: “I held a meeting with the Labour 
met leaders two weeks ago, to discuss how taxis 
are licensed across the West Midlands. 

“We will now have a subsequent meeting 
where we will attempt to agree a common set 
of standards that should apply across the West 
Midlands.” 



Rock hard run for Tony in 100k bid

A MAN from Willenhall is set to 
run 100km to raise money to re¬ 
pair his local church. 

Tony Cooper, aged 51, will aim 
to complete the Race to the Stones 
‘ultra marathon’ from the Chil- 
terns to North Wessex Downs on 
July 14 for Holy Trinity Church, 
Short Heath, Willenhall. 

The money raised will be used 
to repair stonework damage 
caused by water ingress. The dam¬ 
age is estimated to cost £65,000. 

Mr Cooper said: “They do a fan¬ 
tastic amount of work for the local 


community and I’ve done a couple 
of distance runs but this is really 
close to home.” 

Mr Cooper, a parishioner of the 
church, has been training for the 
last six months to prepare for the 
run. He said: “I’ve dropped two 
stone in weight and forgotten 
what beer tastes like. 

“A good friend of mine mes¬ 
saged me last Saturday to say 
‘want to go to Moscow on Wednes¬ 
day for the semi-finals, my treat’, 
but the return flight was not going 
to land until 9pm on Friday and 


I needed to be in High Wycombe 
and ready to go for 6am on Satur¬ 
day morning. 

“It wasn’t a direct flight and 
I have got a lot of people relying 
on me and it would’ve been very 
embarrassing to say ‘I’m still in 
Moscow’. The 51 year-old is hop¬ 
ing to complete the 5,000 year old 
path in a day, finishing around 
midnight.

Train hit by bird 
is forced to stop 

PASSENGERS faced delays after a 
train was damaged when a bird hit it. 

The train broke down between 
Walsall and Rugeley Trent Valley on 
Friday morning, leading to delays on 
the line. West Midlands Railway said 
a ‘bird strike’ damaged a pipe on the 
train, leaving it unable to run. 

Replacement buses were put on 
for affected passengers. The line re¬ 
opened around 1pm but disruption 
continued for another hour and a half. 

The rail firm tweeted: “The Chase 
Line has reopened following following 
the earlier train fault, which was in 
fact caused by a bird strike that dis¬ 
lodged a pipe causing a loss of air.” 

House prices set 
to rise by 4.8pc 

HOUSE prices in the West Midlands 
are predicted to grow by 4.8 per cent 
this year. 

The latest UK Economic Outlook 
from accountants Pricewaterhouse- 
Coopers projects the region’s price 
growth will be 1.8 per cent above the 
UK average. 

The average West Midlands 
house price is estimated to rise from 
£185,000 in 2017 to around £225,000 
by 2022. It predicts annual UK house 
price growth is likely to stay around 
three per cent until 2025 seeing the 
average house rise to around £285,000.

THE finishing touches are being put to 
Wolverhampton’s £5 million market, with 
the piece de resistance being a new land¬ 
mark entrance. And it is certainly that. 
Visitors to the new showpiece, on the site 
of the old Rackhams store in Snow Hill, 
will be greeted with a pile of shabby-look- 
ing shipping containers with City of Wol¬ 
verhampton Market written across one of 
them. Very Shoreditch.

Why not put in a pile of 
partially dissembled Ford Cortinas, a 
crane with a giant magnet, and a tattooed 
skinhead in a caravan holding a pit-bull 
on a string?

Still, credit where it’s due, at least 
the new market is true to the history of 
the site. It was an eyesore before the in¬ 
vestment, and it’s an eyesore now.

It’s only when I get back to the car that 
I gather my thoughts sufficiently to re¬ 
member there’s always a bag of change 
in the glove box for parking, and so I 
start counting out coin after coin. It soon 
becomes obvious there isn’t enough to 
pay for the petrol but then I put my hand 
back in my pocket and find just enough 
change to make up the total cost. 

With tail between my legs, I slope back 
into the shop. “Guess what!” 

“You’ve found your wallet?” 

“No, but I’ve scraped together enough 
change to pay.” 

And so we count out all those coins 
again, and with phone back in my pos¬ 
session, I continue on my way. 

Mind you, I’m glad I left it till later to 
read the small print on the “No means 
to pay at Pump 2” receipt, which said I 
had agreed to ‘make payment within 24 
hours’ and ‘’advised’ my details may be 
passed to a debt collecting agency if I did 
not comply with the agreement I signed.

Nearly forgot: I retraced my steps and 
got my wallet back within an hour. I’d left 
it in a shop I’d been to before filling up. 

Let this be a warning. Check you have 
the wherewithal before taking that nozzle 
out of the pump.

Praise for 
'difficult' 
prison in 
turnaround 

HMP Oakwood must not have its hard work 
undone by the Government pushing increas¬ 
ing numbers of prisoners through its gates, 
the Prison Reform Trust has warned. 

The prison, located near Featherstone, is one of the larg¬ 
est in the country, holding more than 2,000 prisoners and 
last week was praised for its ‘courageous leadership’ and 
‘outstanding management’. 


But the Prison Reform 
Trust has warned this could 
all be thrown into jeopardy 
if the number of inmates 
gets any higher. 

Peter Dawson, director 
of the trust, said: “There is 
much to learn from this en¬ 
couraging report. 

“The fly in the ointment 
is that under pressure of 
a constant increase in the 
length of prison sentences, 
the Government is choosing 
to put hundreds more men 
into Oakwood than it is de¬ 
signed to hold, putting at 
risk all the good things that 
this report describes.” 

More than 60 per cent of 
Oakwood’s prisoners are 
serving sentences of four 
years or more. The Category 
C prison opened in 2012, 
and shortly afterwards a

2013 inspection by the HM 
Inspectorate of Prisons 
concluded that there was ‘ 
lot to do before Oakwood is 
operating anywhere near ef¬ 
fectively’. 

In last week’s report, 
however, HM Chief Inspec¬ 
tor of Prisons Peter Clarke 
described Oakwood as an 
‘impressive institution’. He 
credited the ‘empowerment 
of prisoners’ through peer 
support as ‘contributing 
greatly to a culture of de¬ 
cency and respect’. 

He also praised the di¬ 
rector of the jail John 
McLaughlin for his ‘consist¬ 
ent, capable and courageous 
leadership’ of Oakwood, 
which Mr Clarke described 
as ‘not an easy prison to 
run’.

Councillor George Adamson, leader 
of the council, said: “We are pleased 
that further education opportunities 
will soon be available again locally. 

“The partnership is also about find¬ 
ing new ways of working with schools 
in Cannock Chase and ensuring there 
can be genuine progression into work 
or to gain higher level qualifications.”

CARS were destroyed in an 
arson attack at a vehicle re¬ 
pair centre in Darlaston. 

Charred cars and blackened 
walls were all that remained at 
the premises, after 25 firefighters 
from West Midlands Fire finally 
extinguished the fire after more 
than two hours. 

They were called to the scene in 
Wolverhampton Street, at around 
1.45am on Friday, to a fire involving a 
car which spread to the vehicle repair 
shop. 

The personnel attending the fire 
was scaled down from five to three 
crews by around 2.25am and it was put 
out around 4.30am. 

West Midlands Fire Service tweeted: 
“Five crews were called to a fire at 
01:43 last night involving a car, which 
spread to a vehicle repair shop, on 
Wolverhampton Street in Darlaston. 

“The incident, which is believed to 
be arson, was scaled down to 3 crews 
by 02:24 and we have since left the 
scene.’ 

Message 

A West Midlands Fire Service 
spokesman said: “We were called to 
the scene at 11.43am. It was a 999 call 
to Wolverhampton Street, Darlaston. 

“We had five engines at the scene 
and crews were from Wednesbury, 
Willenhall, Tipton, West Bromwich, 
and Wednesbury. That is about 25 
firefighters. 

“A stop message came in at 4.32am. 

“It involved a severe fire in a sin¬ 
gle-storey vehicle repair workshop. 

“Due to the severity, we sectorised 
the incident and 12 firefighters wore 
breathing appartus and used two hose 
reel jets and one positive ventilation 
fan to clear the smoke. 

“A covering jet was also used to en¬ 
sure the fire did not spread further. 

“Police along with gas and electric 
were in attendance. 

“It is believed to have been started 
deliberately.”

Driving test 
passes going 
wrong way 

AROUND two thirds of learner drivers 
are failing their tests in parts of the Black 
Country - making it one of the toughest 
places to pass in the UK. 

At test centres in Wolverhampton and 
Wednesbury just 37.5 per cent of all learn¬ 
ers passed their practical tests between 
April 2017 and March 2018 - way below the 
national average of 46 per cent. 

There was a better pass rate at Dudley’s 
Lower Gornal centre, where 48.9 per cent 
of people passed - 4,861. And the figures 
from the Driver and Vehicle Standards 
Agency show that Stafford had a better 
than average pass rate too. Over the year 
there were 1,393 passes from 2,807 tests at 
a rate of 49.6 per cent. 

The toughest place to pass in the country 
was The Pavilion test centre, in Birming¬ 
ham, where just 30.2 per cent of learner 
drivers got their licence. Wolverhampton 
test centre in Spring Road conducted 8,354 
tests over 2017-18 and 3,142 people passed, 
while in Wednesbury 7,683 tests took place 
and 2,844 people passed. 

Assessed 

The data also shows a disparity be¬ 
tween pass rates for men and women. In 
Dudley 55.3 per cent per cent of men who 
attempted the practical test managed to 
pass, compared to 43.7 per cent of women. 
In Wolverhampton 43.9 per cent of men 
gained their licence compared to 33.1 per 
cent of women, and it was a similar situa¬ 
tion in Sand well. 

DVSA deputy chief driving examiner, 
Gordon Witherspoon, said: “All candidates 
are assessed to the same level. We expect 
candidates and instructors to become more 
familiar with the new test and well con¬ 
tinue to monitor it.” 

Learners now must navigate using a sat- 
nav, explain how to test the brakes, clean 
the windscreen and demist their windows. 

But the pass rate has dropped nearly 10 
per cent to 47.7 per cent over the last year.

Street checks progress 
on town centre project 


WORK to transform a brown¬ 
field site in Walsall town cen¬ 
tre into a thriving commer¬ 
cial quarter is on course to 
be complete by Christmas. 

Andy Street, Mayor of the West 
Midlands, visited the develop¬ 
ment in Littleton Street West 
which received £6.9m from the 
West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority (WMCA) Collective In¬ 
vestment Fund (CIF).

The Mayor joined Walsall Council 
deputy leader and cabinet member 
for regeneration Councillor Adrian 
Andrew to see how the work is pro¬ 
gressing. 

Financial 

He said: “This site has been dere¬ 
lict for some time now and I’m really 
pleased the WMCA has been able to 
provide the financial support neces¬ 
sary to get it up and running. 

“More than 100 jobs will be created 
as part of this scheme. But just as 
importantly, it’s another important 
piece in the regeneration jigsaw of 


Walsall town centre. I know the coun¬ 
cil have ambitious plans to improve 
not only the commercial offer in the 
centre, but also continue the residen¬ 
tial development, particularly around 
the Waterfront which we hope the 
WMCA can continue to support.” 

Mr Andrew said: “It’s great to see 
work going so well on one of the most 
important sites in the town centre. 
When complete, this will be a fantas¬ 
tic Christmas present for the town.” 

The CIF is a £70m commercial de¬ 
velopment fund set up by the WMCA 
to stimulate jobs, opportunity and 
growth and provides short-term loans 
to private sector developers to enable 
them to get schemes off the ground.

A merican singer Faith Evans 
will return to the UK to 
headline a major tour. The 
Grammy-winning star has 
been in the public eye for 
more than 25 years and 
has enjoyed a successful career as a 
singer and actress. 

She’ll play songs from her hit 2017 album The King & 

I, recorded with her late husband, The Notorious B.I.G., 
when she takes to the stage at Birmingham’s 02 Institute 
on Saturday. 

The record was released to mark the 20th Anniversary 
of the passing of the Notorious B.I.G. 

The death of her husband has left a void. “There is still 
no closure for us, but we just got tired of fighting what 
seemed to be a never-ending battle. It’s not any easier for 
us today 20 years later than it was for us at seven or eight 
years. 

“The funny thing is I didn’t plan for our album to drop 
last year, it was supposed to drop the year before. But to 
me it’s the little things that let me know that Big approves 
the album because there were lots of little ways that I felt 
he was a part of the process.” 

Faith is already working on a biopic based on her 2009 
memoir, Keep the Faith, which chronicles her life and 
career, including her marriage to Biggie and his much- 
publicized infidelity. 

Despite the drama that transpired between Faith, 

Lil’ Kim and other women involved with Biggie in the 
autobiography, the songstress makes it clear it won’t be 
heavily played onscreen. 

“I’m the executive producer on it, and I’m working 
closely with the screenwriters. It’s definitely not going to 
be something other than what I would want to see. I like 
to be very tactful - but honest.” 

Faith says The King and I was a cathartic project. 

“The title actually was divine inspiration. I didn’t have 
a list of like, any thoughts of what the album title was 
going to be, but funny enough that’s the first thing 
that just dropped in my lap before I recorded one 
song.”

Revised Fabia adds who e ot

Skoda has announced the new range 
line-up, specifications and RRP pricing for 
the facelifted Fabia. Order books for the 
updated supermini are open now, with first 
deliveries expected in September. With 
a new, all-petrol engine range, boosted 
equipment levels, new safety systems and 
an even sharper look, the facelifted Fabia is 
set to raise sector standards once again. 

The range will feature five familiar trim 
levels; S, SE, SE L, Monte Carlo and Colour 
Edition, and as with the current model, it will 
be available in hatch and estate forms. RRP 
prices range from £11,160 for the entry-level 
1.0 MPI S hatch model to £17,950 for the 1.0 
TS1110 DSGSEL estate. 

The new all-petrol engine range features 
state-of-the-art three-cylinder power units. 

Two MPI engines feature indirect injection 
and produce outputs of 60PS and 75PS 
respectively, while the two TSI engines are 
packed with advanced engineering, including 
turbocharging and direct petrol injection, 
enabling them to generate 95PS and HOPS. 
Both TSI engines are fitted with a petrol 
particulate filter. The most powerful of the 
quartet of engines can be matched with a 
seven-speed DSG gearbox as an option. 

High equipment levels have been one 
of the Fabia’s core strengths since its first 
appearance in 1999. The new facelifted 
model continues the Skoda tradition with 
exceptionally generous equipment lists across 
the range. LED daytime running lights are now 
standard across the range, while Front assist 
and a Multifunction trip computer are included 
on all models for the first time. 


SE models gain front fog lights and 15-inch 
Cygnus alloy wheels over the outgoing model, 
along with Radio Swing Plus and auto up/ 
down function for the electric windows. Colour 
Edition models gain 16-inch Vigo alloy wheels 
in white, silver or black. 

Customers opting for the SE L benefit 
from an even more significant equipment 
boost over the previous model. All Fabia SE 
L models now feature Amundsen satellite 
navigation, Infotainment online (for one 
year), lighting in the front centre console 
and 16-inch Evora alloy wheels. These items 
are in addition to the Fabia SE L’s already 
comprehensive specification list. 

The ever-popular Fabia Monte Carlo further 
enhances its reputation for sportiness with a 
range of new features. These include climate 
control air conditioning, LED rear lights, rear 
electric windows and new seat upholstery. 

The styling package includes a black front 
spoiler, black roof, black floor mats and 
carbon-effect dashboard trim. 

A new range of options has also been 
introduced - allowing owners to perfectly 
tailor their Fabia. Included for the first time 
are LED headlights (£960 RRP), 18-inch Vega 
alloy wheels (Monte Carlo Hatch only £600 
RRP) and Blind spot detection and rear traffic 
alert (£390 RRP). 

The new Blind spot detection feature alerts 
the driver to the presence of vehicles in the 
blind spot or approaching rapidly from behind 
when driving on multi-lane highways. The 
Rear Traffic Alert system monitors what is 
going on behind the vehicle and warns of a 
risk of collision when reversing. 

Of course, no new Skoda would be 
complete without additional Simply Clever 


features. In addition to the existing Simply 
Clever elements, the ice scraper concealed in 
the fuel filler flap now incorporates a gauge for 
measuring the tyre tread depth. 

And it’s not just the equipment levels that 
have been improved. The Fabia’s award¬ 
winning design has been given a subtle 
update. Building on the distinctive looks 
of the outgoing model, new LED daytime 
running lights instantly make the car more 


noticeable on the road. The revised bonnet 
and grille combine to give the Fabia a 
sleeker appearance, finished by the narrower 
headlights. At the back, the design of the 
rear bumper is refined with added reflectors 
increasing the car’s visibility - especially at 
night. 

The Fabia has been a mainstay of Skoda’s 
range since its introduction 19 years ago with 
more than four million examples having rolled 


off the production line. The third-generation 
supermini was launched in 2014 and has 
already clocked up more than half a million 
sales worldwide - making it the brand’s top 
seller in Europe and second-biggest here in 
the UK. 

It’s also proved rather popular with the 
motoring media, racking up a host of industry 
awards - including What Car? Car of the Year 
in 2014.

Kia has now added a turbocharged engine to its 
Picanto line-up, completing the range which was 
updated in 2017. The new 1.0-litre powerplant 
produces 99bhp and 171 Nm of torque — making it 
the most powerful Picanto to date. 

The new engine is available as an upgrade for cars 
in GT-Line and GT-Line S trims, and sits above the 
existing naturally aspirated engines - a 1.0-litre three- 
cylinder and 1.25-litre four-cylinder with 67bhp and 
84bhp respectively. 

The new engine is capable of 0-60mph in 9.8 
seconds and has atop speed of 112mph. That’s just 
on par with the 89bhp Volkswagen up! TSI, but the 
109bhp Renault Twingo GT tops it by a few tenths. 
The Picanto is capable of returning impressive fuel 
economy figures though - with a combined figure 
of 55.4mpg and C02 emissions of 117g/km. It’s fully 
compliant with Euro 6d emissions regulations, too. 

This fresh unit does come at a price, as it’s only 
available on the top-end GT-Line and GT-Line S trims. 
Both add dynamic details to the Picanto, including a 
sports body kit, red highlights on the grille, air intakes 
and side sills, a rear diffuser and twin exhaust pipes.

If your idea of a fun drive is rev it up, 
release the handbrake and off you go, then 
the new Swift Sport is probably not the car 
for you. 

Neatly packaged with some great exterior 
colours, the newest car in the excellent Suzuki 
line-up is lower, wider and lighter than the 
model it replaces and has a new engine, ie 
new to this car - which adds a fraction more 
bhp to the mix and a hefty 44 per cent more 
torque. 

This same ‘Boosterjet’ engine is strutting its 
stuff under the bonnets of the Vitara and the 
S-Cross. 

Precise 

It is also a car which has to be worked a little 
to extract the best from its 1.4litre four-cylinder 
140ps turbocharged petrol power pack via the 
precise six-speed manual box. 

Point and shoot is fine for the A to B but give 
it a push and you’ll be in the X to Z zone and 
laughing, or at least smiling, all the way into 
the sunset. 

Behind that sporty steering wheel, sitting 
snuggly in the (very) grippy sports seats, 
the Swift Sport proved immediately agile, 
comfortable and composed, requiring no time 
at all to adjust to any vagaries - there were 
none. 

In town centres it was readily manoeuvrable 
and unflustered, while on the open road a 
touch of acceleration and a quick shift of the 
gears sent it into fun mode. 

Responsive steering and a well set-up 
suspension added to the finely balanced 
experience.

And don’t be deterred by the figures. Nought 
to 62mph in 8.1 seconds and a top speed of 
130mph may not sound all that exciting but 
that is only part of the story. To experience the 
real thing, you need to get behind the wheel. 

Suzuki has made the buying process very 
easy - one engine, one interior, six colours, no 
options, one price - £17,999. 

The sporty interior is very comfortable 
and user friendly with metal pedals and 
red accents, plus six airbags, DAB radio, 

LED daytime running lights, Bluetooth, 
smartphone connectivity, rearview camera, 
front fog lamps, navigation, 17-inch alloys, 
all-round electric windows, lane departure 
warning, adaptive cruise control and high 
beam assist all fitted as standard. 

The five body colours, whether metallic or 
solid, are included in the price, with Champion 
Yellow, which harks back to the Suzuki Works 


Junior Rally Car, expected to be top choice for 
many. Hi-tech features include autonomous 
braking whereby laser sensors and a 
monocular camera determine when a collision 
is imminent. An alarm sounds and, if the driver 


fails to take action, the brakes are deployed in 
stages. There is also a drowsiness alert which 
will sound a buzzer and flash lights should the 
vehicle start weaving at speeds of more than 
37mph - lane dodgers beware. 


For those who like to know just how speedy 
they really are, Suzuki has included an 
information graphic on the dash displaying the 
turbo boost, engine output, torque data and 
G-force tracking.

The Volvo has well-judged proportions and muted, yet stylish exterior colours

The XC90 has always led the charge when 
it comes to classy, seven-seater cars. 
Luxurious yet understated, it’s a solid 
contender against the likes of the Land 
Rover Discovery and BMW X5. It’s also 
packing as much safety technology as 
you’ll find on a car on sale today, which 
makes it a key family car-segment option. 

We’re testing it here in diesel-powered D5 
set-up, which is in fact the lowest-powered 
option in the range - sitting underneath a 
turbo petrol and a twin-engine plug-in hybrid. 

There’s plenty going on inside the new 
XC90. The amount of safety system fitted 
to it is impressive, with features such as the 
city safety pack - which includes pedestrian, 
cyclist and large animal detection systems 
- combining with pilot assist and adaptive 
cruise control to make it a very safe way of 
getting around. 

Our test XC90 uses, as mentioned, Volvo’s 
D5 powertrain. This sees a 2.0-litre, four- 
cylinder diesel engine plonked under the 
bonnet, linked to all four wheels via an eight- 
speed automatic gearbox. Economy figures 
are good, with Volvo claiming 49.6mpg on the 
combined cycle, and emissions of 149g/km. 

You may ask why Volvo hasn’t decided to fit 
the XC90 with silky six-cylinder as is de rigeur 
with large, luxurious SUVs - but the Swedish 
manufacturer is committed to, slowly but 
surely, reducing the amount of diesels in its 
range and replacing them with ultra-efficient 
yet powerful petrols and hybrids. In fact, the 
new S60 saloon won’t be offered with a diesel 
option at all, which shows just how committed 
Volvo is to this change in powertrain adoption. 

The XC90 is everything you want a large, 



Overall it is an exceptionally good cabin 


seven-seater SUV to be; comfortable, refined 
and predictable. The steering is light, but not 
overly so, and the engine provides more than 
enough punch to get you up to speed in a 
smart fashion. 

The gearbox is smooth shifting and there 
isn’t too much road or wind noise - and all 
of these factors combine to make it quite 
a relaxing car to drive. A good amount of 
forward visibility helps improve your overall 
perception of the road ahead, too. 

Volvo has done well to make the ride into a 
decent compromise, balancing comfort with 
support - the big Volvo doesn’t lean too much 
in the corners, but it manages to absorb the 
vast majority of road imperfections too. 

The XC90 was one of the first Volvo vehicles 
to debut the brand’s new design language, 
and it’s as eye-catching as it is classy. The 
recognisable Thor’s Hammer’ headlights 
have now been applied to all of the cars in 
the Swedish manufacturer’s range, but they 
look just as special on the XC90 too. Whereas 
other large SUVs trade on big alloys, chunky 


side skirts and quad exhausts, the Volvo 
combats this with well-judged proportions 
and muted, yet stylish exterior colours.The 
colours available change depending on 
specification. 

The cabin of the XC90 matches the 
understated look of the exterior. Everything 
is well made and feels solid to the touch, with 
plenty of high-quality materials contributing 
to an overall exceptionally good cabin. The 
large central touchscreen dominates the 
interior of the car, and clears up the need to 
have a myriad of buttons for various different 
controls. 

Volvo hasn’t chucked all of the physical 


controls in the bin, however; you still get a 
rotary dial for the volume - which is a clever 
move, as touchscreen controls for audio 
functions have been a sticking point for many 
in-car systems. 

There’s plenty of space for all seven 
occupants too. Even the third and final row 
offers up more than enough room for most, 
though having these in place does impact the 
car’s boot space considerably. 

Our test car came in sporty R-Design 
specification, and comes with all manner of 
standard equipment including heated and 
electric powered front seats, that huge central 
touchscreen and adaptive cruise control with 


distance alert, though it’s worth pointing out 
that the XC90 is not a cheap car - our test 
vehicle, fitted with a smattering of options 
such as a 360-degree parking camera and 
a panoramic sunroof, came in at £62,030 - 
which is a lot of money. 

The XC90 is a solid all-rounder and, though 
now more expensive than ever, features 
everything you could want from a seven-seater 
luxury SUV. It drives well, and is incredibly 
comfortable over longer journeys while also 
being just on the right side of firmness for UK 
cars. There are rivals in the market, but for now 
the big Volvo remains firmly at the top - and 
will take some beating.

WALSALL’S Kory Roberts 
looks set to miss the entire 
2018-19 campaign after it was 
confirmed he has suffered a 
double leg break. 

The defender broke the fibula and 
tibia bones in a collision with Ryan 
Sweeney as the Saddlers took on Stoke 
in a pre-season friendly on Saturday 

Roberts received oxygen treatment on the 
pitch and was taken to hospital where he was 
visited by manager Dean Keates and striker Am¬ 
adou Bakayoko. 

Speaking after the game, Keates said the in¬ 
jury would likely rule the 20-year-old out for the 
season. And club physio Marc Czuczman - who 
followed Roberts to hospital - has confirmed the 
injury is as bad as first feared. 

He said: “The x-ray confirmed a double frac¬ 
ture, both tibia and fibula. 

Involved 

“Kory handled the whole situation amazingly 
and, despite being uncomfortable, was in good 
spirits at the hospital. 

“He always has a smile on his face and even in 
this situation was still laughing despite all that 
what was going on around him. 

“I just want to thank everyone involved for 
what was a successful and controlled evacuation 
from the pitch. 

“The Stoke City staff were amazingly generous 
with their assistance and expertise. 

“Our paramedic Gemma from WMAS (West 
Midlands Ambulance Service) was on hand with 
the oxygen and pain relief. 

“The stretcher bearer team were stable and 
controlled as ever and the SJA (St John Ambu¬ 
lance) team mobilised their ambulance and trans¬ 
ferred him to hospital. Great team effort.” 

Boss Keates admitted he’d been delighted with 
the defender prior to the injury. 

“He had been outstanding,” he added. 

“He had done really well. There were bits and 


pieces to work on because it was only his second 
game. But I thought he acquitted himself fantas¬ 
tically.” 

Keates felt Walsall learned some valuable 
lessons from the Stoke game. Former Barcelona 
stars Bojan and Ibrahim Afellay netted from 25 
yards in the opening five minutes to earn the Pot¬ 
ters a 3-0 win on Saturday. 

Stoke were eager to impress in what was Gary 
Rowett’s first public outing as manager. But 
Keates felt his side recovered well after their poor 
start. 

“We got caught out early on - we had a slow 
start and they have scored with two 25-yard 
goals,” he said. “Robbo (Liam Roberts) has held 


his hands up and said he slipped on both.You 
can’t control those kind of things. But we didn’t 
get to grips with their rotation early on. We left 
too many gaps. 

“But we grew into the game and had some de¬ 
cent moments going forward. 

“Zeli (Ismail) broke forward a few times and 
showed glimpses of what he will be about this sea¬ 
son. But we’ve got a few friendlies where we are 
going to spend time without the ball so it’s about 
getting distances correct.
